He and Wife Are Dazed 
by Explosion Near Fair- 
field, Il]. — Awakened 
as Missile Is Thrown 
Through Window. 


The farm home of “Big Earl” 
Shelton, near Fairfield, Ill., was 
destroyed early today by fire which 
followed the explosion of a bomb 
tossed through a wirdow into the 
living room. Fairfield is 125 
miles east of St. Louis, in Wayne 
county. 

“Big Earl” and his wife, Ear- 


leen, were dazed by the blast, but 
were not injured. They fled from 
the flaming house in hastily 
donned attire, ana used buckets 
of water to prevent the flames 
from spreading to their garage. 

“We were asleep in the back 
bedroom at 3 o’clock when the 
bomb was thrown through the pic- 
ture window in the living room,” 
Shelton told the Post-Dispatch. 
“The crash of glass awakened us, 
and my first thought was that 
someone was shooting at me 
again.” 

“Big Earl” Shot Twice. 

“Big Earl” has been shot twice 
in the feud in which three. of 
the notorious Shelton brothers 
have been killed since 1947. 

“We jumped out of bed, and 
Earleen ran to the phone and 
called the operator,” Shelton con- 
tinued. “Just as she got the con- 
nection, there was a terrific ex- 
plosion in the living room. The 
blast blew Earleen about 20 feet, 
into the bathroom. I went sailing 
into the bedroom. We were both 
dazed, bu* not hurt. 

“By the time we got back to 
the living room, flames were ev- 
erywhere. The drapes, furniture 
and even the ceiling were blazing. 
Earleen threw a rug over the bomb 
container, which was lying on the 
living floor, and Jooked like an 
ordinary tin can. 

Tells of Fear. 

“T saw it was no use trying 
to save the house, s6 we got into 
some clothes and got outside. We 
didn’t even have time to save any 
of the furniture. I was afraid 
that the bomb thrower might be 
waiting with a gun, but no one 
was around. I had not heard any 
ear start up. 

“Earleen kept watch, in case 
there was going to be another at- 
ta¢k. I got buckets of water and 
kept the fire from reaching the 
garage, which is about 15 feet 
from the house. 

“We saw that the house was go- 
ing to burn to the ground, so we 
drove to a neighbor's home and 
called the sheriff's office. We 
then drove into Fairfield to ‘Little 
Earl's’ home.” 

“Little Earl,” nephew of “Big 
Earl,” has continued to live in 
Fairfield despite the feud in 
which he was wounded seriously 
and was shot at another time. 

The white, frame house was re- 
modeled and refurnished last 
ytar at a cost of $10,000. Shelton 
estimated the loss at $40,000, 
\ghich is total as he was unable 
to obtain insurance.

DEFENSE AGENCY 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (UP) 
—The Administration asked Con- 
gress today to authorize the crea- 
tion of a civil defense agency 
with almost unlimited powers to 
mobilize the nation’s resources to | 
aid critical areas in the event of 
an attack.

IN NORTH KOREA, Nov. 30 
(AP)—Behind the crushing defeat 
of the American Eighth Army in 
northwest Korea are two great 
questions. 

And some high ranking offi- 
cers believe the answers — when 
they come — will rattle a few 
skeletons in the American mili- 
tary establishment and perhaps 
force a revision in the American 
technique of waging ground war- 
fare. 

The questions they raise—and 
the fighting troops raise them too 
—are these: 

1. Why, before launching its 
disastrous “end-the-war” ‘offen- 
sive didn’t the American high 
command know the enemy had 
massed such a force against it 
that victory was impossible? 

2. Why was the enemy able 
unerringly to pick the weak 
spots in the United Nations line 
while the Allied attackers were 
unable even to locate with cer- 
tainty the general areas where 
the Reds had _ concentrated 
their strength? 

Intelligence Blamed. 

A number of officers give this 
as a general. answer to both 
questions:

Some had hoped that the 
normal peaceful process of dis- 
cussion and negotiation, which 
is provided through the United 
Nations, could be successfully 
entered into with the present 
Chinese Communist delegation 
at Lake Success. There is, how- 
ever, no indication that the rep- 
resentatives of Communist 
China are willing to engage in 
this process. Instead of discus- 
sing the real issues, they have 
been making violent and wholly 
false statements of the type 
which have often been used by 
the Soviet representatives in an, 
effort to prevent the Security 
Council from acting. 

Chinese People Deceived. 

We hope that the Chinese 
people will not continue to. be 
forced or deceived into serv- 
ing the ends of Russian coloni- 
al policy in Asia. I am certain 
that, if the Chinese people now 
under the control of thé Com- 
munists were free to speak for 
themselves, they would de- 
nounce this aggression against 
the United Nations. 

Because this new act of ag- 
gression in Korea is only a part 
of a world-wide pattern of dan- 
ger to all the free nations of 
the world, it is more necessary 
‘than ever before for us to in- 
crease at a very rapid rate the 
combined military strength of 
the free nations. It is or 
necessary than ever that 
grated forces in Europe u ie 
a supreme command be estab- 
lished at once, 

With respect to our own de- 
fense, I shall submit a supple- 
mental request for appropria- 
tions needed immediately to in- 
crease the size and effective- 
ness of our armed forces. The 
request will include a substan- 
tial amount for the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission in addition to 
large amounts for the Army, 
the Navy, and the Air Force. 

I expect to confer tomorrow 
with congressional leaders and 
ask them to give urgent consid- 
eration to these appropriations. 

This is a time for all our cit- 
izens to lay aside differences 
and unite in firmness and mu- 
tual determination to do what 
is best for our country and the 
cause of freedom throughout 
the world. This country is the 
keystone of the hopes of man- 
kind for peace and justice. We 
must show that we are guided 
by a common purpose and a 
common faith.

“They have every reason ‘to be 
encouraged by the progress they 
have made, but they show no sign 
of being in any way satiated or 
satisfied or even contented and 
we can perceive no limit at pres- 
ent to their aims,” he said. 

Churchill said Russia had been 
réstrained from war not only by 
its atomic inferiority, but also be- 
cause it had made such tremen- 
dous gains without the loss of any 
of its own men, 

’ “Dangerous as it may be to 
make such a prediction,” he said, 
“I make it in all good faith and 
without official knowledge, but I 
venture to express the opinion 
that a major attack by Russia in 
Europe is unlikely in the near 
future.” 

“Tf war comes, which God for- 
bid, it will come at the moment 
of the Soviets’ own choice,” he 
added. 

“All that can be said is that 
it certainly does not seem to 
in the Russian interest to begin 
a major struggle now. That does 
not include accident, patience, 
folly or madness which may arise 
from some error or from the re- 
sult of some internal convulsion. 

Democracies Disarmed. 

Churchill said the danger fac- 
ing the world today began when 
the democracies disarmed at the 
peak of victory and Russia kept 
building up her military might. 

He called on Britain to main- 
tain her calm as an example for

Revised His Speech. 
Remarks that I had planned to 


several days ago. I had planned 
to discuss with you some of the 
basic problems, some of the un- 
derlying issues which concern wus 
in our relationship with the 
world. 

I know, from the long record 
of intelligent and responsible par- 
ticipation which your separate 
organizations have had in foreign 
policy matters, that you have 
given much serious thought to 
these issues. | 

I had not planned to discuss | 
current day-to-day developments | 
on this occasion. 

But now a serious situation has 
arisen, one which holds grave 
danger for the peace of the world. 

I would like to talk with you 
about the meaning of this situ- 
ation which has been created in 
Korea, before going on to discuss 
some of the broader questions I 
had in mind raising with you this 
evening. 

An act of brazen aggression has 
taken place in Korea, the secon 
such act in five months. . 


Significance of Korea. 


The. harsh significance of this 
act, and its complete disregard 
of any kind of moral standard 
can best be understood when it is 
looked at against a background 
of what the United Nations has 
been trying to do in Korea. 

First of all, the United Nations 
itself represents a commitment on 
the part of the nations of the 
world that they will stand to- 
gether in support of an inter- 
national order based on justice, 
and dedicated to the peaceful set- 
tlements of disputes. The first 
article of the first chapter of the 
Charter of the United Nations 
says that one of the primary pur- 
poses of the organization is to 
suppress acts of aggression. 

For the frist time in history, a 
world organization has rallied to 
put down by force of arms a 
crime committed against the in- 
ternational community. 

The only exception to the unity 
of this action in support of the 
charter was the Soviet Union, and 
its satellites. In defiance of the 
53 member nations who upheld 
the authority of the United Na- 
tions, the Soviet Union sought to 
impede the action in Korea, to 
- give aid and comfort to the ag- 
gressors, to give material support 
to the act of aggression, and to 
break up, by obstructive acts, the 
work of the United Nations. 

Fighting for a Principle. 

Despite this defiant behavior, 
this tremendous experiment in 
behalf of international law and 
morality went forward. Across 
vast seas and from distant lands, 
men of many nations came to- 
gether under the flag of the 
United Nations to push back the 
invaders. 

They came to the fight for a 
principle. Many of them have 
given their lives, that men some 
day may be free of this scourge 
of war. 

After many discouraging weeks, 
the United Nations forces, under 
the command of Gen. MacArthur, 
made their way up the peninsula, 
driving the aggressors. before 
them. They were approaching the 
successful conclusion of their mis- 
sion, which was to enable the 
United Nations to carry out what 
has been its purpose from the 
very beginning—to help the peo- 
ple of Korea establish their own 
free and independent government. 

Plans were moving forward in 
the General Assembly for the 
reconstruction of the country, and 
the nations which had contributed 
forces to this heroic effort were 
looking forward to the return of 
their troops to their home coun- 
tries upon completion of their

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Seven States Would Require Administration 


And Impose Taxes on His Estate 


~_ years ago when a man past seventy discussed his

Dentists Favor Fluoridation 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Fluoridation of the drinking water is 
invaluable to the dental health of the 
people of St. Louis, and dentists are 
Pleased to note the interest the Post- 
Dispatch has manifested in this enter- 
prise. 

The Missouri State Dental Associa- 
tion and the St. Louis Dental Society 
recognize the value of fluoridation in 
reducing dental caries, and are taking 
the initiative in advancing the project. 

Almost without exception, in the 
many cities that have already installed 
or endorsed fluoridation the dental so- 
cieties or individual dentists have been 
the original sponsors and have been 
very active in promoting it. 

The reason for this -is evident. 
Dentists are conscious of the appalling 
damage and destruction of the teeth of 
children by decay, and are anxious to 
remedy the condition. , 

Dr. Frederick S. McKay, of Colorado 
Springs, Colo., has conducted extensive 
research in the fluoridation of city 
water systems since 1908 and has made 
valuable observations. I am pleased to 
quote from his letter to me: 

“The big point is that in fluoridating 
a public water supply we have at last 
and for the first time discovered an 
agency that will act as a mass control 
of dental caries. It reaches every child 
in a community and no individual ef- 
fort is required beyond just living in 
the community and constant use of the 
water during the first eight to 10 years 
of life. Chemists have been emphatic 
in stating that there is no conceivable 
difference in the behavior of the flu- 
oridation whether occurring naturally 
or introduced “artificially.” 

Every community so far observed 
(and there is a multitude of them) 
that has added sodium fluoride (or so- 
dium fluosilicate, which is cheaper) to 
drinking water, has shown a low decay 
rate. There are no exceptions. 

After fluoridation of a city water 
supply the results are not apparent un- 
til teeth which have undergone calci- 

ication under the use of fluoride water 
ave erupted, which may be several 
years later. 

Fluoride is not known to exert any 
beneficial effect on teeth already 
erupted, but when the protective action 

of fluoride has been acquired during 
the formative period of the teeth, it is 


permanent.

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“Stalldlize Now 


. It is not only in Korea that a line must be 
held. Two events this week emphasize once 
more the urgent need for economic stabiliza- 
tion at home. This was the week when the 
cost-of-living index finally reached an: all-time 
high, and it was the week when labor and man- 
agement in the pace-setting steel industry neared 
agreement on a wage and price boost which 
will set a pattern for much of American in- 
dustry. | 

In a sense, both events mark the end of a 
period. Both the rise in living costs and the 
steel workers’ wage demands have been very 
largely a response to inflationary forces set in 
motion well before the Communist invasion of 
South Korea last June. New and tremendously 
more powerful inflationary forces arising from 
a greatly augmented defense program are yet 
to come. 

As military spending gathers momentum, the 
economy will be subjected to increasing strains.

In the six months since the invasion of South 
Korea, the nation has been proceeding on a 
theory that semi-stabilization might be enough. 
While taxes and credit restrictions have put a 
brake on some sources of inflation, it has been 
noped that self-restraint would apply the brake 
on others. In precisely the same way, the 
country tried to get along without full stabiliza- 
tion in 1941 and early 1942, and found that 
it could not be done. President Roosevelt 
finally issued his hold-the-line order, and by 
and large the line was held. We are now at a 
comparable stage of the present crisis. The 
time has come to hold the line. 


The new peak of the cost-of-living index 
will automatically increase the wages of thou- 
sands of workers whose contracts tie hourly 
rates to the index. [t is only just that it should. 
There is justice, too, in wage increases to meet 
the higher cost of living for other workers not 
protected by such contracts. 

But somewhere a halt must be called to the 
process of wages chasing prices and prices chas- 
ing wages. So long as the chase goes on, ir- 
resistible psychological forces will contribute 
to inflation despite all efforts in the field of 
fiscal policy, taxation and credit control to re- 
strain it. So long as the decision on wages and 
prices is left to the patriotism and self-restraint 
of labor or management, no individual on either 
side will be able to resist the unremitting pres- 
sure for upward revision. So long as the nation 
as a whole, acting through Government, fails 
to hold the line, the line will not be held. 


Stabilization need not mean a freeze. That 
some prices must rise and some wages must rise 
is inevitable. But the rise of both should be re- 
lated to actual cost increases, and that. calls for 
a national stabilization. policy nationally admin- 
istered. 

The handwriting on the wall is clear. This 
week’s rise in the cost-of-living index and this 
week’s wage increases record the inflation that 
has already taken place. But further inflation 
is in process. It can be seen in the current rise 
of milk prices in St. Louis, in the recommended 
rise of raw milk prices to Missouri farmers, in 
a dozen other sectors of the economy. The time 
to stabilize is now. 
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Readin’. Writin’ and Televisin’ 

One of the more thankless tasks in Washing- 
ton lies with the Federal Communications Com- 
mission. The FCC is struggling not only with 
color television and provisions for new television 
stations, but with the question of how to pre- 
serve some television rights for education. 

Yet, with a few exceptions, many educators 
seem less interested in the vast educational pos- 
sibilities of television than they were in radio. 
“Educators,” John Crosby wrote in his column, 
“are the hardest people in the world to edu- 
cate.” 

The educators’ general inability to make good 
use of radio can be blamed partly on their own 
lack of foresight and skill, and partly on radio’s 
avid commercial instincts. The case of educa- 
tional television is- more complex. Television 
programs cost more than radio programs, and 
television stations cost far more. Few schools 
have that kind of money. 

If the problem were left entirely to apathetic 
educators or industrious television men, direct 
educational programming might be frozen out. 
But the FCC has intervened because it is ex- 
pected, under law, to uphold the public interest 
in the air waves, and education is in the public 
interest. ) 

At least three courses are open to the FCC. 
It can reserve ‘a share of the television channels 
for educational stations, as requested. It can, 
as it has done in radio, attempt to promote edu- 
cational programs on commercial stations. Or 
it can, in some areas, provide for a sharing of 
time between commercial and educational sta- 
tions, for television is still a long way from be- 
ing an around-the-clock venture, 

Perhaps all three courses will eyentually be- 
come part of the nation’s television policy. The 
only certain thing is that television could be a 
magical gift to mass education. The FCC owes 
it to the public to see that this possibility is at 
least preserved. 
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What Happened to G-2? 

United Nations intelligence officers ‘on the 
now crucial northwest front predicted on Nov. 
21, less than a week before the big upset, that 
winter weather would prolong the Korean war 
until spring. According to an Associated Press 
dispatch they considered: “enemy resistance a 
secondary factor.” They did not believe the 
North Korean and Chinese Communists could 
“build a winter line which: could hold—if U.N. 
forces could bludgeon it with full strength.” 

They were right about the severity of the 
weather but something close to dead wrong 
about the vitality of the enemy. Probably at the 
very time the dispatch was being written thou- 
sands of fresh Chinese troops had crossed the 
frozen Yalu river under cover of darkness. 
Equipped with only hand-carried weapons, they 
could move with concealment and ease at night. 
By day, they could. lie under cover of the rough 
terrain. So the MacArthur advance, to end the 
war quickly, bumped into nearly 300,000, Chinese 
troops instead of just the anticipated 60,000. . 

Intelligence officers must have become well 
acquainted several months ago with the ability 
of Korean and Chinese troops to travel light, 
move fast and hit unexpectedly. An American 
troop concentration of such size would have 
entailed thousands of trucks, tanks, field pieces, 
command cars and jeeps,|and would have been 
much easier to detect, it ig true. . 

But was the Chinese troop 


_ skillful to detect? We had complete aerial com- 
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mand of the skies. MacArthur himself flew over 
the enemy territory. Reconnaissance planes 
could have leisurely photographed any suspi--. 
cious area for minute study. Patrols could have 
probed here and there, , Spies would have. had 
a field day. - }0.,it is no wonder ‘that a dispatch 
from Washington reports: “A cold, sharp look 
at this Government's intelligerice im the Far 
East is expected in the wake of Koréa develop- 
ments. . . .

Mr. Acheson’s Restatement 

Secretary Acheson’s address Wednesday night 
took a high moral position and expressed the 
firmness which the nation needs in the present 
crisis. He stated well the American people’s 
sense of outrage at the Chinese intervention in 
Korea. He restated in inspiring terms the pur- 
poses of American foreign policy—purposes 
which every American knows are peaceful. 

The sense of ‘moral indignation which in- 
formed the address is not, however, enough, and 
Secretary Acheson undoubtedly knows it. His 
object was to define the American position ance 
again for all the world to hear. Yet the nation 
must have another object, to be pursued by all 
possible methods of diplomacy, and that is to° 
prepare the way for a peaceful settlement if. that 
is at all possible. 

Secretary Acheson evidently had this in mind 
when he stressed our willingness “at all times 
to negotiate just settlements of international 
disputes.” There is no conflict between a refusal 
to be intimidated by Chinese aggression and a 
readiness to seek peaceful settlement of all the 
issues surrounding Korea and Formosa. 

The Chinese demand that American and other 
troops get out of Korea and leave the country 
to the Koreans. That is the goal of our policy 
as well, a goal which Gen, MacArthur had hoped 
could be achieved within a few weeks. It is 
not a question of whether we get out, but of 
whether conditions can be established under 
which we can get out with assurance that the 
Koreans will really be left alone in peace. 

’ Discovering whether such conditions can be 
established is a task for negotiation. In re- 
stating American determination not to be 
divided from its allies, and to take all actions 
in concert with other members of the U.N., 
Secretary Acheson was opening the way for 
efforts by the British and other powers to find 
a political settlement of the Korean problem. 

On the military front we must hold, and the 
stiffening resistance combined with the relaxa- 
tion of Chinese ssure on the northwestern 
front is encouraging news. On the diplomatic 
front we must leave no avenue unexplored for 
quarantining a war whose further spread could 
lead to universal disaster. 
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St. Louis Needs New Schools 


The city’s pressing need of new schools has 
been summarized once more. This time by the 
building subcommittee of the Board of Educa- 
tion’s Citizens Advisory Committee. The quick- 
est measure of the need is the subcommittee’s 
recommendation of two bond issues, one in the 
amount of $17,229,996, and the other to bring in 
$15,850,900. 

The first bond issue ts to meet needs classi- 
fied as “emergency.” Projects under this desig- 
nation include several new grade schools and 
the modernization of a number of old buildings. 
This work would be pushed as far as possible 
even in the face of shortages of building ma- 
terials. 

The second bond issue would cover a more 
long-range program, Many of its projects, how- 
ever, are considered urgent by the neighbor- 
hoods affected. An example is the building of 
a high school in the northwest section of 
St. Louis. 

The Citizens Advisory Committee may or may 
not modify the recommendations of its subcom- 
mittee. But even if the program were to be 
scaled down, the needs would still remain or 
would have to be faced in the relatively near 
future. 

The hard fact is that school building in St. 
Louis has been at a virtual standstill for a long 
time. Meanwhile, the city has grown and its 
neighborhoods have changed. The pressure of a 
heightened birth rate is now being felt in the 


- grade schools. In a few years, it will be felt 


in the high schools, So St. Louis must either 
expand and readjust its school facilities or 
neglect the proper education of its children. 
Especially when other factors such as in- 
creases in teachers’. pay and pensions are con- 
sidered, it becomes obvious that the cost of 
keeping up educational standards will not be 
inconsiderable. Yet this is one obligation which 
communities generally prefer to meet above all 
others. St. Louis, we trust, will be no excep- 
tion. Yet to be sure, the need will Rave to be 
made clear to every voter and every taxpayer. 
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Dodging the Tax Issue? 

Given the need for’ more reveriue from the 
tax on corporation profits, the main question 
Congress has to decide is by what method to 
levy the tax. Is the House Ways and Means 
Committee dodging this question? 

Half of the members voted to apply the ex- 
cess profits tax only to’ earnings above 100 per 
cent of the “normal” base, whereas the Admin- 
istration plan would apply the tax on earnings 
above 75 per cent of normak The net effect 
would be to reduce the révenue yielded by the 
tax without facing the serious evils arising from 
the method. 

In this reduction.of revenue, moreover, the 
biggest corporations would gain the most. For 
example, the Administration’s. plan. would levy 
a total tax of 56 per cent on a corporation which 
increased its profits from $10,000,000 to $12,- 
500,000, but the substitute plan would levy only 
47 per cent. The differential for smaller cor- 
porations would be considerably less. 

THe problem is not likely to be solved by 
sticking to the excess’ profits tax, but making 
that tax less onerous for the bigger corpora- 
tions. It is the principle of the excess profits 
tax that must be questioned. 

The advantage of this form of levy is that it 
distributes the tax burden among those corpora- 
tions which have markedly increased their 
profits during the defense emergency. The dis- 
advantage is that it penalizes efficiency and 
good management. 

When a corporation is allowed to retain only 
25. per. cent of its increased profits, the incentive 
for increasing them by cost reductions and more 
efficient methods is weakened. Granted that an 
increase in regular rates has many disadvantages 
of its own, Congress needs to ask whether these 
would be offset by telling all corporations alike 
that they could keep, say, 45 percent of their 
gains. This would place.a burden on business 
which does not benefit from the defense boom,

British opposition to American Far 
Eastern policy “has become a major 
factor in efforts to unite the Wast on 
Asian problems. We reprint this 
article, first published as long ago as 
last August, as one example of British 
criticism of our policy and suspicion 
of Gen. MacArthur. 


If war begins between China and the 
United States on the issue of Formosa, the 
aggressor will not be the Communists. 
Such a war, which could scarcely be con- 
fined to Asia, would be the doing of Gen. 
MacArthur, who is apparently making 
something like a private alliance with 
Chiang Kai-shek. 

So clear has the danger now become 
that even a paper as deeply concerned to 
avoid criticizing America as the Observer 
has now bluntly and courageously pointed 
out that, whatever view may be taken of 
the legal position of Formosa, there can 
be no doubt that 
Mao. Tse-tung would 
be justified in at- 
tacking the island if 
it is used as a base 
of military opera- 
tions by Chiang Kai- 
shek. This is suffi- 
obvious in 
London. 

In Asia, where 
opinion in this mat- 
ter has an impor- 
tance that in the Gen. MacArthur 
long run must be the decisive factor, 
American support of Chiang is very gen- 
erally regarded as confirming every worst 
Communist allegation. 


Even in Washington the more thought- 
ful critics have long seén that Chiang’s 
object in blockading China is not military, 
but rather to drag America into a new 
war against Mao. If he is allowed to suc- 


‘ceed, what else are Chinese Communists 


to do except to sweep the French out of 
Indochina, the British out of Malaya, and 
for that matter all Europeans off the 
Asiatic mainland? 

The one power to benefit if Chiang were 
to sink the world in this new blood bath 


would be the Soviet Union, which would 
be presented with the double advantage 
that any chance of Mao's adopting a for- 
eign policy independent of Moscow would 
be ended, and that America’s attention and 
resources would be absorbed in the insol- 
uble problems of Chinese conquest—leav- 
ing wide open to Soviet penetration more 
vulnerable areas in Europe and the Middle 
East. 

The impression that this suicidal policy 
is seriously contemplated by some Repub- 
lican imperialists is increased by the ef- 
forts of influential United States newspa- 
pers to reinstate the Kuomintang in public 
favor. 

The New York Times and Time maga- 
vine, for instance, even try to. gloss over

country to misery within a few months. 

When Formosans, under the leadership 
of their most trusted and reputable citi- 
zens, marched in thousands to protest, 
they were dispersed by armed police. The 
number of killed in the repression of 
these peaceable people remains uncertain. 
Experts who have inquired on the spot 
regard 5000 as a low estimate. 

When MacArthur allows Chiang Kai- 
shek to talk of reconquering China with 
American help, we wonder whether the 
American people are now so completely 
the victims of war propaganda that they 
can be bamboozled into so wicked and dis- 
astrous an imperialist adventure. 

We cannot believe that the British Com- 
monwealth will allow itself to be dragged 
by Gen. MacArthur into an “intervention” 
which would drive all the Asiatic peoples 
into the Communist camp.

POUND FOOLISH, by Robert Molley. (Lippincett, $3.) 

Many American readers will call this 
novel tedious, unemphatie, even flimsy.

An oil portrait of Madame Marie 
Therese Bourgeois Chouteau has 
been added to the collection of 
the Missouri Historical Society 
and is on view in the east wing 
of Jefferson Memorial, Forest 
Park, it was announced. today.

CHICAGO, Nov, 30 (AP)—Joe 


Louis is still wearing boxing 
gloves, but whether he’ll ever use 
them again in a title bout, was 
as big a question today as ever. 

A slim Chicago Stadium crowd 
heavy- 
weight champion Louis re a 
methodical 10-round “comeback” 
win over Cesar Brion last night, 
could agree with Joe’s admission 
that “my timing was off.” 

Louis, as a iaatter of fact, isn't 
even talking about a return match 
with title-holder Ezzard Charles, 
who gave him a 15-round trim- 
ming at New Yurk las* Sept. 27. 

“I want two or three more 
fights, and I want them right 
away,” Louis’ said after his 
unanimous, but, plodding decision 
over Brion, 13 years younger. than 
the no-longer dreaded Brown 
Bomber. “I want to be in ete 
cordition before I even 
about Charles.” 

The International Boxing Club 
which again took its lumps at 
the gate because last night’s bout 
was televised was to confer today 
over Joe's next foe in his try for 
another shot at Charles, 

Joe, 36 and weighing 216 
pounds, was a shadow of his 
former stalking, slashing self in 
the tenth round. He had Brion in 
trouble with a furious barrage of 
lefts and rights. The South Amer- 
ican weighed 196. 

Couldn’t Get Going. 

But as Joe mumbled in the 
dressing room: “I just couldn't 
get the combination going.” And 
Brion is the type of fighter Joe 
used to get the “combination” 
going against with murderous pre- 
cision in his heyday. 

Brion, 23-year-old South Ameri- 
can who showed no fear of Louis 
from start to finish, conceded that 
Louis was his toughest opponent 
in 35 fights. Through an inter- 
preter Brion also said Joe's timing 
was off, but that he might be able 
to get it back in two or three 
more fights. 

Brion hurt his left hand in the 
second round and it was badly 
swollen after the fight. Brion’s 
bobbing, weaving style may have 
been the teason, but just as 
against Charles, Louis never was 
able to effectively explode his 
once-potent right hand.

With our technical assistance, 
the resolve of the free peoples of 
Latin America, Asia, Africa and 
the Middle East to better the 
conditions of their lives can be- 
come a powerful drive against the 
age-old banes of poverty and dis- 
ease and the political instability 
which often accompanies them. 
Men everywhere have awakened 
to the opportunities for progress 
which modern science and tech- 
nology have opened, We can help 
them to help themselves, and it 
is in our interest to do so. 


Our technical assistance is not 
philanthropy, for here our prin- 
ciples and our self-interest coin- 
cide. As the people of under- 
developed areas rise from pov- 
erty, not only will our own econ- 
omy benefit, but also and even 
more important the real promise 
of freedom will expose the false 


peoples of these 
countries will grow in their 
recognition of the common in- 
terest and purpose of the free na- 
tions. 


So far as possible, economic 
co-operation, like defense co- 
operation and collective security 
programs, is being carried on 
through the United Nations and 
regional organizations in order 
to strengthen international insti- 
tutions devoted to peace and se- 
curity. 

The fifth element in the 
strategy of freedom is a readi- 
ness at all times to negotiate 
just settlements of internation- 

al disputes and te find just. 
accommodations of conflicting 
interests. Our experience has 
demonstrated that the Soviet 
rulers cannot be expected to ac- 
cept fair and equal negotiation 
so long as they feel capable of 
imposing their own terms or 
exacting their own price. 
Their concept of negotiation is 
that it should record the facts 
‘of power rather than the re- 
quirements of justice. We shall 
not seek to use our power in 
this way, but as the free world 
develops strength, the Soviet 
rulers may find it advantageous 
to adjust differences equitably 
rather than to seek to impose 
their demands. 

The free nations must always 
be prepared to enter into genuine 
negotiations, and even to take the 
initiative in efforts to bring about 
honest negotiation. 

If the issues are clear, free 
men will not ‘be ‘prey to un- 
realistic expectiations, nor to pro- 
paganda abuse of the negotiating 
process. It is in the long perspec: 
tive that results may be e d,. 
not in the fits and starta 
ing tactics. 

ecause our earnest desire is 
peace, we shall remain constantly 
receptive to genuine negotiation. 
With the confidence that comes 
of strength and the humility that 
comes from our devotion to chris- 
tian principles, we ‘shall be end- 
lessly patient in working for 
peace. And we shall at the same 
time be endlessly alert to defend 
the bases of our national life. 

The sixth element in the stra- 
tegy of freedom is a firm ad- 
herence in all our actions, at 
home and abroad, te the moral 
values which give give meaning to 
our lives. 

We are a young country, an 


of democracy at work, vigorous, 
healthy, respectful of its first 
principles, growing in freedom 
and justice and opportunity, 
that can inspire ourselves and 
others to meet the tasks ahead 
with hope and confidence. 
Without this, which depends 
on every one of us, on the 
every-day conduct of each citi- 
zen, the strategy of freedom 
would “become as 
brass or a tinkling cymbal.” 
These are the elements of our 
national foreign policy of the 
strategy of freedom. This is the 
course of which we seek to avoid 
war and to secure peace. 


No one can guarantee that war 
will not come. The present crisis 
is extremely serious. Whether 
reason will prevail is only partly 
for us to decide. We must hope 
and strive for the best while we 
prepare for the worse. 

This is a responsibility, not 
just a few public officials, not 
just of the Congress, but of the 
whole American people. The 
qualities we must demonstrate— 
steadiness, moderation, restraint, 
constancy of purpose and flexibil- 
ity in action, imagination, wis- 
dom, maturity—these qualities 
are possible for us as a nation 
only if the American people par-

When.a woman with the cre- 
ative ability of Mrs. Edgar Den- 
ison furns her hand to cooking, 
something pretty special can -be 
expected to result, And it does. 


Ruth Denison is perhaps more 
widely known for her skill at 
making handwrought jewelry and 
her flower displays than for her 
cooking, but friends know that 
she is as much at home in a 
kitchen as in a garden or at her 
workbench, 

Versatile Mrs. Denison’s inter- 
est in food dates back to her child- 
hood in St. Louis ccunty. “I had 
five young brothers,” recalls the 
former Ruth Israel, “so tii¢re was 
always plenty of cooking ‘to be 
done. My mother, a marvelous 
cook, never discouraged by ef- 
forts. And by the time I was ten 
I was begging to be allowed to 
bake my first cake. 

“I've often thought how fortu- 
nate it was that I did enjoy cook- 
ing,” she continues. “It ties in 
with our interest.in gardening, 
since much of my cooking has 
centered around our own produce. 
My husband had one of the first 
Victory Gardens during World 
War II, and we grew 19 or 20 
different kinds of vegetables -—— 
enough to supply all of our own 
needs,’ with plenty to be given 
away. I canned and froze and 
‘preserved, and loved every mo- 
Iment of it. But it would have 
been a terrible chore if I hadn't.” 

The Denisons still take their 
gardening seriously. Mrs, -Deni- 
‘gon is active in the 25-Gardeners 
Garden Club in Kirkwood, does 
‘flower arranging, always exhibits | 
at the Flower Show and has done 
‘some, judging. Her husband, a 
‘cost engineer for Union Eleetric | 
| Commeny, is now teaching a class | 
in gardening for the adult educa- 
tion program at Kirkwood High | 
School and..raises a sizable gar- 
den next to their thome at 544 | 
East Adams avenue, Kirkwood, 

“That garden is important to 
us. We are both great vegetable 
‘and salad eaters,” explains Mrs. 
Denison, “and there is nothing 
quite as good as cdrm picked just 
a few seconds before being 
plunged into boiling water, or 
‘greens which come straight from 
the garden to the salad bowl.” 

Grows Own Herbs. 

In that garden you also will 
find herb beds of chives, tarra- 
gon, parsley, chervil, sweet basil, 
thyme and mint. Little jars of 
the herbs fill a gay red spice cab- 
inet in her cheerful kitchen. 

“I couldn't cook without them,” 
‘She insists. “And I suppose I’m 
rather temperamental @bout their 
‘use. I like variety, and it is fun 
‘to let your mood, your taste of 
| the moment, decide the way you 
| will season.’ 


“I read recipes the way some 

eople read novels or political 
ae * she smiles. “And I've al- 
ways enjoyed experimenting with 
foreign foods—particularly Chi- 
nese dishes.” 

Among her collection of foreign 
recipes are several excellent ones 
from Germany, where her hus- 
band was born and reared. There 
is one for a hearty lentil soup, 
another for delicious hazelnut 
cookies. and an unusual white 
grape and almond torte which 
were sent her by her mother-in- 
law. 

“We always looked forward to | 
those Christmas boxes which used | 
to come from Germany each year 
filled with cakes, cookies and | 
candies,” she recalis 

The recipe which she has im 
chosen for you is one for a candy 
which should prove a favorite for 
the Christmas candy-making ses- 
sions just around the corner for 
many of us. 

Candy Recipe From Dairy Farm. 

This is no foreign recipe—it 
came from the state of Kansas, 
where Mrs. Denison was born. It 
was worked out by Miss Louise 
Lewelling, daughter of a ‘former 
governor of that state. Miss Lew- 
elling married a dairy farmer, and 
found that she had such quantities 
of cream at her disposal that she 
had to find ways to use it. 

Once you have tasted the can- 
dy, we think you will wish that 
you were faced with her prob- 
lem.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP)— 
Mistaken identity was blamed by 
Senators today for Communist- 
front charges against Mrs. Anna 
M. Rosenberg, first woman ever 
to be nominated for a key De- 
fense Department post. 

A unanimous vote of approval 
by the Senate Armed Services 
Committee late yesterday cleared 
the way for Senate action on her 
confirmation. 

Mrs. Rosenberg, already serv- 
ing as Assistant Secretary of De- 
fense specializing on manpower, 
emphatically denied she had ever 
been a supporter or member of 
Communist-front organizations. 
The committee had received some 
complaints that she had been in 
the past. 

Statement by Tydings. 

Chairman. Tydings (Dem.), Mary- 
land, told reporters after the 
closed-door session that Mrs. 
Rosenberg “cleared herself of any 
taint of disloyalty.” 

He said the complaints to sev- 
eral Senators resulted ‘from the 
fact that there are 44 Anna Ro- 
senbergs in New York City alone.” 

One Senator learned from the 
House Committee on un-Ameri- 
can Activities that she had been 
confused with some other person 
by the same name, Tydings said. 
He said one complaint was that 
Mrs. Rosenberg had belonged to 
a Communist-front group. 

Documents Presented. 

“Mrs. Rosenberg presented 
documents and evidence to dis- 
prove this,” Tydings said. “She 
was questioned at length and 
answered all questions fully. She 
told us she never joins any or- 
ganization until she knows. fully 
about it.” 

The committee also unanimous- 
ly approved the selection of John 
D. Small as chairman of the 
Munitions Board. The Munitions 
Board is responsible for over-all 
planning for production of 
weapons and munitions, industrial 
mobilization and the stock-piling 
of strategic and critical materials. 

Another top defense appoint- 
ment by President Truman, that 
of Robert A. Lovett to be Deputy 
Secretary of Defense, was con- 
firmed by the Senate without 
dissent.

TO ASK FOR 4 PCT. 
FREIGHT RATE RISE

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP)—~ 
Eastern railroads plan to ask the 
Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion next Monday for a new gen- 
eral 4 per cent increase in their 
freight rates. 

Although no formal announce- 
ment has been made, it is known 
that the eastern lines decided on 
the request at a conference in 
New York early this month. 

More than 60 rail systems are 
expected to join in the petition, 
which will cover all freight oper- 
ations in so-called “official terri- 
tory”—that is, everything north 
of the Ohio and Potomac rivers 
and east of the Mississippi.

James E. “haCetties, former 
Maplewood police sergeant, filed 
suit against the City of Maple- 
wood and five trustees of its po- 
lice and firemen’s pension fund 
in circuit court at Clayton today 
to compel payment of $100 per 
month pension which, he claims, 
is due him because of disability. 

His petition alleges he was 
permanently disabled by a cere- 
bral hemorrhage when serving on 
the police force but trustees of 
the pension fund refused to pay 
him or to appoint a medical 
board to determine extent of his 
disability as required by the city’s 
pension ordinance, passed in De- 
cember 1948. He now lives in 
East St. Louis. 


$10,000 FREE POLICIES URGED 
FOR TROOPS KILLED IN AEA 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (UP)— 
-The Defense Department asked 
Congress today to give all service 
men killed in Korea free insur- 
ance coverage of $10,000. 


“All casualties since June 25, 
1950, should be considered as hav- 
ing been covered ... and pay- 
ments made to. the surviving de- 
pendents of such casualties,” said 
Adm. F, W. McMahon, deputy chief 
of Navy personnel, speaking for 
the Defense Department. 

Adm. McMahon laid his pro- 
posal before a House veterans 
subcommittee considering changes 
in the présent service life insur- 
ance program. At present it is up 
to each service man whether he 
buys Government insurance. Many 
killed in Korea have not been 
covered.

There has been speculation 
here about the Chinese Com- 
munists’ motives in deliberately 
releasing 57 wounded American 
prisoners during the last few 
days. United States Eighth Army 
headquarters in Korea has con- 
cluded that the purpose was two- 
fold: “To create an impression 
propagandistically” and to “spread 
defeatism among United Nations 
forces.” This interpretation -is 
thoroughly in line with pee 
standing Communist methods in 
China. 

The present Chinese campaign 
is backed by propaganda that 
Korea would become “the grave- 
yard of the American imperialist 
war machine”—that American 
troops would become pinned down 
there and be bled away by guer- 
rilla attacks. 

There seems to be no doubt that 
the argument should be taken 
seriously. Asiatic Communists. are 
doing that successfully against 
the French in Indochina and the 
British in Malaya. 

Same War—Just Bigger. 

Seen against this background, 
the “entirely new war” men- 
tioned in Gen. Douglas La 
thur’s communique 
pears to be no new war at all, 
but the same old one developing 
and enlarging according to the 
expectations of the enemy wag- 
ing it. 

Gen. MacArthur’s communique 
spoke of a Chinese “aggregate 
strength of over 200,000 men” in 
Korea. Until a few days ago, head- 
quarters spokesmen in Korea 
were putting the My Com- 
munists’ strength at 60,000.

New War

NEW YORK. 


HE news from Korea the last 

few days is certainly disquiet- 

ing, but Gen. MacArthur's 
statement that the U.N. forces are 
fighting an entirely new war, 
while in a sense true, seems to 
me a little confusing. We have 
always known that the Chinese 
Communists Iay at the other side 
of the North Korean border and. 
might attack, so our strategy 
must have taken the possibility 
of this continuation of war in 


Korea into account. 

This is no new war. It is a 
new phase of the war that the 
U.N. forces have been engaged 
in. The only new thing about it 
is the fact that the Chinese Com- 
munists are now openly engaged 
in it while before the compara- 
tively few ones claimed they 
were fighting as volunteers with 
the North Koreans. We were 
told they were not there as or- 
ganized Chinese forces. 
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THE OBJECTIVE of the 
United Nations is to establish a 
unified Korea and leave the 
people as soon as possible to gov- 
ern themselves. There is much 
talk that the last election in 
Korea was not what we would 
call in our country a completely 
democratic election and, there- 
fore, the present government is 
not a democratic. government. 
There is no way we can judge. 


The United Nations supervised 
the election and said it was .a 
free election. But it may well be 
that if the people hold another 
election their government may be 
changed. The orffy coricern of the 
U.N. is that the election should be 
free and that the government 
should represent the people suffi- 
ciently well so that there would 
be no question as to the people 
having freely made their choice. 

It is hard for-us who live in a 
democratic country to realize that 
these processes are not familiar 
ones to all peoples all over the 
world. It is also hard for us to 
realize that peoples who never had 
democracy may not be able to 
function immediately under a 


democratic form of government. 
But it is obvious that what the 
U.N. wants is to make it possible 
for the Korean. people to be left 
free in their own country to de- 
velop as they wish. 


x * * 


. THE U.N. has no selfish inter- 
est that would lead it to want to 
conquer and hold territory in 
Korea, China, or any other Asiatic 
area. As I look at the present 


military situation I have a feeling 
that we need to think through 
what type of forces will best help 
the: U.N. to keep peace in the 
world as a whole. 


From the point of view of the ° 


United States, we are no more in- 
terested than the U.N. in conquest 
or in holding any part of the 
world anywhere. But we are in- 
terested in preserving the peace 
of the world. I wonder if that 
‘might not be done best by devel- 
oping our air strength to the limit 
of our possibilities. Our ingenu- 
ity, our mass production and our 
inventive power could all be used 
to make this a real weapon for 
the preservation of peace in the 
world.

é¢ HAT is quite another as-

In the more recent work of 
Walter Scott it is still employed 
in this way: “His aspect was bent 
on the ground.” However, the 
sense—which seems contrary—of 
appearance to the eye was famil- 
iar long before Scott's time, when 
“aspect” was understood both 
ways—in the strict line of its 
origin, and by extension as we 
know it today, to denote a thing's 
appearance. All this is perhaps 
best illustrated by “aspect” as an 
astronomical illusion, which was 
at one time its important usage. 
It referred to the situation of 
planets in relation to one another 
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—how they “look at” each other |. 


—and, accordingly, how: they look 
to each other! 

Phase is from the Latin “pha- 
sis,” oyt of the Greek root mean- 
ing to “make to appear.”

Modern Robin Hoods Climb saney armed feng Finds Bucks Scarce--Omy a | Woman Succeeds

MINCY, Mo.,: Nov. 30. 

LOUDS scudded across the 

Ozark sky. The only sound to 

break the Sunday calm was 
the clatter of leaves in the wind, 
Der. John Olson, in khaki hunt- 
ing garb, with a bow and a 
quiver of arrows, stcod quietly 
behind a tree. He remained mo- 
tionless for five minutes, then 
moved stealthily forward. I fol- 
lowed 50 yards behind. When 
“Doc” halted I halted, for we 
were on a still-hunt for deer in 
Taney county, in far Southwest- 
erm Missouri, and stealth might 
mean success. 

We were working up a narrow 
valley with steep, brush-covered 
hills on either side. Along the 
trail were fresh deer sign includ- 
ing hoofprints sharply defined in 
the soft earth. There was a rank 
growth of broomsedge jin the val- 
ley bearing the imprint where 
deer had recently bedded. We 
had seen three does and five 
fawns half-concealed in the 
brush, but: only fork-horned 
bucks are legal game and the 
bucks are wary. 

At the head of the valley near 
rock-strewn Silver creek, “Doc” 
sat down and motioned for me 
to advance. I crept up, keeping 
to the edge of. the woods, and 
sat down facing the wind. We 
were motionless, except for 


breathing. 
T overhead and soon: there was 

a crackling of leaves on the 
hillside across the creek. We lis- 
tened. The sound camé again and 
again, and 20 minutes later, far 
up the hill, we spotted an ant- 
lered buck. He was out of arrow 
and camera range so we waited, 
for he was browsing our way. And 
then the quiet of the ‘valley was 
shattered by plunging footsteps, 
the kicking of leaves, and between 
us and the deer a red-capped 
young hunter emerged from the 
brush. The doctor lita cigarette 
and muttered his disappointment. 
The buck had disappeared, 

Frustration has beset bow-and- 
arrow deer hunters for the four 
special hunting seasons set aside 
for them in Taney ¢ounty each 
November since 1947, but they 
point out that their type of hunt- 
ing poses problems not encoun- 
tered by gun hunters.; Since the 
peg ob Bowhunters ‘Association 

vas formed only four years ago 
and its St. Louis affiliate in Jan- 
uary 1949, many members are 
novices at Robin Hood’s sport. 
An arrow’s accurate, effective 
range is only 50 yards; and twigs 
will deflect it from ‘its course. 
Shooting is done by instinct, not 
by aim. 

A Wildlife conservation agent 
adds that there has not been a 
sufficient number of archers to 
“drive” or arouse the bucks from 
hiding places and j; 
toward other hunters 
or still-hunts. The hunters con- 
tend that if they could ‘hunt closer 
to St. Louis, say in Ste, Genevieve 
or Reynolds counties, {hey’d show 
up in larger numbers: 

The bowhunters,: however, 
scored one victory daring their 
recent 10-day special season which 
closed Nov. 22. A whitetail was 
bagged by methods which once

After the young fellow in 
red plunged down the hillside to 
spoil the shoot “Doc” and I found 
the rest of our group over the 
ridge, sleeping soundly on the 
ground in broomsedge where deer 
had bedded the night before.

East put up the king and made 
the natural shift to hearts. De- 
clarer considered letting the lead 
ride to dummy, since this would 
be his only method of finessing, 
but he wisely decided against 
this course and won the trick 
with the ace. 

Now a diamond was ruffed in 
dummy, and declarer returned to 
his own club king, to ruff an- 
other diamond. He cashed the 
ace of clubs and ruffed a club, 
then led his last diamond. 

It did not matter whether West 
ruffed this trick, forcing dummy’s 
ace, or discarded, as he actually 
chose to do, his last club. De- 
clarer ruffed the diamond with 
the trump seven, then cashed the 
trump ace. 

When he next led the last club 
from dummy, the defenders were 
helpless. East, to keep declarer 
from discarding on the club ten 
at the expense of a high trump 
from west, ruffed in with the 
spade six, but this was futile. 
South simply overruffed, and 
West was “stuck.”

Quick Loaf 
Bread Easy 
to Bake, Keep 


By Edith M. Barber 


QUICK loaf bread is con- 
A venient to have on hand. It 

is easy to make and keeps 
so well in the bread box. It 
can serve sO many purposes. 
We like it with salad for lunch 
or: we may serve it with a 
canned fruit at dessert time. 


And nothing is better for tea 
sandwiches, 


Unlike other quick breads, we 
serve a loaf bread cold rather 
than hot. In fact, it ‘should be 
cooled before it is cut so that 
the slices will be firm and even. 
Sometimes, we use only nuts as 
an addition to the batter which 
may ‘be raised with baking pow- 
der or a mixture of baking pow- 
Again, we use 
fruit in combination -with the 
nuts. For plain nut bread, the 
use of brown sugar rather than 
white will give it a delicious 
caramel! flavor. 

We may use any dried fruit 
or ac. ined fruit, substituting 
fruit juice for the milk gener- 
ally indicated as liquid. In any 
case, we bake the mixture in a 
loaf pan, and always in a mod- 
erate oven. When fruit is used, 
it generally means a little long- 
er baking period. You will 
note that the top of the loaf is 
not smooth, and don’t worry if 
there are a few cracks. Just be 
sure that the loaf is thoroughly 
baked; you can test it with a 
skewer in the center to be sure 
that no crumb will adhere tec it. 
That is thé signal that the 
bread is thoroughly done. 


Prune Bread. 
One cup prunés, three cups 


- gifted flour, five teaspoons bak- 


ing powder, one teaspoon salt, 
three-fourths cup sugar, three- 
fourths cup whole wheat flour, 
one egg, one and one-half cups 
milk, one-fourth cup melted 
shortening, one-half cup 
chopped nuts, one and one-half

Two cups sifted fipur, one- 
half teaspoon haking soda, one 
teaspoon baking powder, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one egg, 
beaten; one cup br sugar, 
one and one-half tablespoons 
melted shortening, one cup but- 
termilk, one-half cup chopped 
pecans. 

Sift together flour, soda, bak- 
ing powder and salt, ‘add sugar 
to beaten égg, blending well. 
Stir in melted shortening. Add 
flour mixture alternately with 
buttermilk and stir until well 
blended. Add nuts. Pour into 
greased 9x5x3-inches loaf pan 
and bake in moderate oven 
(375 degrees F.) one hour. 
Yield: one loaf.
